Speaks for Canada

President Wilson’s reply to 
Austria’s invitation tu talk about 
peace was an instant and clear-eut 
declaration that there will be no 
peace palaver until Germany and 
its associate criminals surrender 
to the forces of international law 
and order, In this response, ac- 
cording to the officially sanction- 
ed dispatch, the United States 
government ‘‘has spoken for all 
the co-belligerents.’’ 

While on behalf of the Allies 
President Wilson was thus block- 
ing the German ‘‘peace drive’’ at 
the moment of its inception, Hon. 
N. W. Rowell was addressing an 
audience at Prince Albert on the 
same subject, but in a notably dif- 
ferent strain, The Austrian pro- 
posal, he said, ‘‘ecalls for and will 
“receive the consideration of the 
** Allied Powers. Canada will un- 
‘*doubtedly be consulted before the 
‘Imperial Government makes its 
“‘veply.’’? Proceeding, Mr, Rowell 
argued that the proposal was not 
acceptable because Germany did 
not consent that the treaties im- 
posed upon Russia and Rumania 
should be subjects for diseussion 
at the suggested conference., 

It cannot be said that the deliv- 
erance of the Minister was very 
fortunate, In fact, in the light of 
the proceedings at Washington it 
leaves the Minister and the Gov- 
ernment in a peculiar position and 
the country in a quandary. While 
he was intimating that the Allies 
would go into conference if Ger- 
many would consent to the revi- 
sion of the Russian and Rumanian 
treaties, and declaring that even 
with the omission of this condition 


the Allies would give deliberate 
consideration of the Vienna pro 
posal, President Wilson. ‘‘for all 


the co-belligerents’’ had 
rejected the proposal and laid 
down the law that there will be no 
conference until the enemy accept
